WOODEN NICKELS 


Wooden Nickels came into existence 
about the time of scrib money, there 
became a shortage of scrib so to meet 
the demand, wooden nickels were made 
up. As time went on they were invari- 
ably taken up by collectors. Today they 
are made to commemorate cities, towns, 
fairs, etc. They have become a novelty 
and are enjoyed by collectors. At the 
time of issuance they are bought at face 
value and are accepted as cash by the 
city, town or fair for a limited time only, 
usually 30 days. At the present time 
these wooden nickels may be purchased 
from dealers for about ten cents or more.

FREAK COINS 


It seems lately that a certain amount of 
paper money released from the Treas- 
ury Department has the collectors in a 
jitter. The first freak bill found was a 
$10.00 bill with $1.00 printed on the 
reverse, then the two headed dollar bill 
obverse printed on the reverse side. 
Same bill with obverse printed on re- 
verse backwards - bills were very damp 
with ink and were called an off-set print- 
ing. Also a five dollar bill found with 
obverse printed on reverse. 

A one dollar bill with about 1 inch of 
obverse printed on reverse - backwards - 
all bills seem to be the 1935A issues. It’s 
something for the freak collectors to 
look for now. 

I have the two headed bill almost un- 
circulated and one with the printing 
backwards. I did not intend to expose 
mine until I read and had seen other 
freak bills. 

I added a beautiful 1943 half dollar to 
my collection struck in bronze-alumin- 
um. All I have to do now is find out how 
come.

MOVIE STAR ADOLPHE MENjJOU 
— is an ardent collector of coins. 

I am happy to announce Mr. Men- 
jou star of movie, stage and television as 
a member of our journal. I was pleas- 
antly surprised to receive a large auto- 
graphed photo, with good luck to my- 
self and the “Flying Eaglet.”’ He was 
kind enough to allow me to write this 
article and supply the information of 
his experience in coin collecting. 

When he was 12 years old he found 
a cigar box filled with coins and stamps 
belonging to a friend of his fathers 
which started him in collecting. Since 
then he has learned many things in coin 
collecting, finding it interesting, profit- 
able and a diversion. 

Mr. Menjou adds a word of advice 
to all collectors to be ever on the alert 
for new finds. There are many values 
still to be discovered. Be careful of 
condition. This is in everything and in 
collecting anything. Also of purchasing 
in his own words, “Caveat Emptor,” 
let the buyer beware. He also checks his 
change at the end of each day. At pres- 
ent Mr. Menjou is collecting U.S. Gold. 
Finding, collecting, takes patience, time, 
and not too much money. He has been 
amply repaid by friendship and the keen 
pleasure of the hunt for rare coins.

PLATINUM ONCE A BASE METAL 


Platinum, which is sometimes found 
in combination with gold was considered 
of small value by the Spanish colonists 
of South America several hundred years 
ago, where it was found in what is now 
Columbia. Its value was considered less 
than that of Silver and they could not 
profitably separate it from gold with 
their antique methods. Today of course 
with the mercury process it is quite 
simple and the mercury is reclaimed by 
retort to be used again and again. The 
difficulty of separation examined in the 
light of today’s science is apparent when 
comparing their respective atomic 
weights. That of gold is 79 and that of 
platinum is 78, almost twin metals. 
Gold will melt at 1,063° and platinum 
at 1,755° but even at their melting point 
they are amalgamated and to separate 
them by mechanical means a hundred 
vears ago was difficult indeed. 

Platinum even as late as fifty years 
ago was considered less than a_ rare 
precious metal. In Russia, platinum was 
used to counterfeit gold coins within late 
times. Now the process could be reversed 
profitably. Today the price of platinum 
is more than twice that of gold and a 
hundred times that of silver.
